General Grant and the Fifteenth Amends«
ment,

Promihe N. ¥, World,

The nnequivocal indorsement by General
Grant of the proposed fifleenth amendment,

in his inaugural address, removed all doubts
(if anybody was simple enough to entertain
donbts) of his purpose to identify himself
tully with the Repunblican party, and to give
no offense to the radicals, the most extreme
portion of it. Just betore the inauguration

we took occasion to state that we were under
po illusion on thie subject. We showed that
the force of circumstances wonld make the
administration decidedly Republican. It was
our wish to forestall and dhoouuge aDy at-
tempts, by hopefal and over-civil Democrats

in Congress, to curry favor with the new
Pregident, in the Lope of exerting a back-

gtairs influence on his administration, or of
moderating his policy. Such efforts can have
no other effect than to demoralize the Demo-
cratic party, and abate the spirit and vigor of
that opposition with which it will be the duty
of Demoorats to confront the new administra-
tion from its first hour to its last. Damo-
oratic hopes of (ieneral Grant and the Repub-
lican distrust of him are equally shallow and
ridiculous; and this wae as clear to us before
he had broken his sphinx-like silence as it was
after he had openly eudorsed aniversal negro
suffrage and bad gelected such radioals as
Washburne, Bontwell, and Hoar for places in
his Cabinet. The recent bickerings and grum-
blivgs, to which both parties sttach nundos
imyportance, merely roflle the surface of poli-
tics, a8 the wind does the sea; but when the
tide is coming in, we estimate the futnre level
of the water by the laws which heave up its
ficod rather than by the filfnl agitationa of its
gurface. Oor knowledge of General Grant's
futher aspirations, and of the only means by
which he can hope to realize them, enables nus
to tell, withont any gift of propheoy or much
penetration, what relation he will hold to the
two great political parties. It is the"sheerest
folly for either Democrats or Republicans to
imagine that he will tread in the footsteps of
Pretident Johnson.

General Grant wishes to be re-elected ; and,
like all Preeidents who have cherished this
wish, he will make his first term subservient
to his bopee of a second. To be elected again
he muet be nominated; and the time is past
when he oan expeot & Demoecratic nomination.
Hig first nomination was, no doubt, forced on
the Republicana by thelr fears that if they did
not run him the Demoorats wounld ; bat that
is a fear which they can never entertain a
gecond time. A political party may run an
uncommitted man; but no opposition party
was ever knowno to take up a4 President in
office elected by its opponents, and make
him ite oandidate for re-vlection. The ohief
aim of General Grant, for the ensning thres
years, will be to secure the Republican
nomination in 1872; and it is neeessary to
his success that he should act, in the main,
with the Republican party. FPresident John-
800’s brench with that party was no advan-
tage to Democrate, and we have no desire to
gee the experiment repuatad. It o stirred up
the spirit of rancor that the Republicans were
able to preserve the unity and vigor of their
party, and to carry extreme measures which
they conld not have consumwmated, and would
ot have even dared to proposs, if that stub-
born quarrel had pot been to them a sonrce
of animation aud energy. We have no wish
to see new lify again infused into the deosying
Bepublican party by such menus.

Looked at throngh aun artist’s eye, it wonld
not be easy to find a sight less exhillarating
than the annual prooession in howor of ths

ood Baint Patrick. Tobe highest npotion of

ecoration that our Irish fellow citizens have
attained to, thus far, would s<em to be a green
velvet shoulder-belt with gold fringe over a
black broadecloth coat—botk coat and shoul-
der-belt considerably the worse for wear; and
they are apparently of the opinion that a pro-
oession three miles long and over has a right
to block up the principal thoroughfars of a
great oity at the busiest time oi day, withount
giving the public any better compensation
than the sight of ten thousand men in suita of
black cloth and stove-pipe hats, with only a
bapper now and then, and an ocecasional band
of indiffurent mueic by way of incident. An
American procession is always interesting,
becaugs the abounding ingenuity of our
prople furnishes decorations and incldents in
plenty. People are contented to give up
their business for three or four hours, or to
sit all day on steps and in baloonies, for the
#ake of seeing smch & procession as that in
honor of the introducton of the Croton water,
or the completion of the Erie Cansl, or for the
successful laying of the Atlantie cable, or for the
first Japanese embassy, These were all splen-
did sights, and worthy of a great city. Bat
we certainly cannot aay that the St, Patrick’s
processions have ever been worth goiong to the
window to see, merely as sights, We gee no
reason why they should not be better than
they are in this respect. Ireland has & his-
tory of her own, and traditions, and great
names; snd why these should not be remem-
bered, on her Saint's day, in various emblem-
atio ways, it is not easy to see. Then, too,
the societies might adopt some pioturesque
uniform, or costume of & sort that should be
striking, or rich, or gay, and so this doleful
monotony of black, long-tailed coats and
stove-pipe hats be broken up.
